Habitat hes Identification 


Gentners fritillary is found in southwestern 
Oregon and Northern California. Its habitat 
typically consists of open, dry, mixed oak- 
madrone woodlands with ponderosa'pine, 
Douglas-fir, shrubs and grasses. Associated 
shrubs consist of buek brush (Ceanothus 
cuneatus), manzanita (Arctostaphylos sp) and 
poison oak (Toxicodendrondiversiloba).
